HE question, “What is The Home Library Association ?” is frequently asked 
by those who have not personally experienced the advantages of membership. 
The answer is very simple : 

It is the original and only responsible organization of the kind in the United 
States a Society of Publishers and Book Manufacturers, duly incorporated, 
and organized for the purpose of supplying DIRECT TO THE PEOPLe! 
without the services of middlemen, the most desirable editions of the writings 
of the world’s greatest authors. 

THE PLAN OF THE ASSOCIATION. 

• expenses of the book-publishing business are of two kinds: those of production, 
w lie include the cost of type-setting, electrotyping, paper, printing, binding, and authors’ 
royalties; and those of distribution, or placing the books in the hands of readers. 
Ihese latter include advertising expenses, jobbers’ expenses and profits, wholesale dealers’ 
expenses and profits, and retail dealers’ expenses and profits; thus making three profits from the 
time the book leaves the manufacturer until it reaches the reader. 

It is a fact not generally known, that the second class of these expenses is almost always 
equal to, and often absolutely greater than, the first. There are a sufficient number of readers for 
every good book that is published; but to search these readers out from among the sixty millions 
o people m the United States, to bring the book properly to their notice, and to induce them to 
buy It, IS a difficult and costly piece of work. The daily paper which sells on the news-.stand for 
two cents is produced by the publisher at a cost of one cent—one cent is all he receives for 
e iting, printing and publishing it; the other cent defrays the cost of distribution. In the same 
way the book-publisher, frequently receives only forty or fifty cents for a book which costs the 
reader one dollar; the other fifty to sixty cents is absorbed by the expenses of distribution. 

The secret of the success of the Home Library Association is, that it avoids all this expense of 
distribution; bringing the reader face to face with the manufacturer and publisher without 

tfu usual costly machinery of advertisements, and without the jobbers and wholesale and retail 
dealers' expfenses and profits. 

THE BENEFITS OF MEMBERSHIP. 

Every member of this Association becomes at once, by virtue of his membership, a wholesale 
purchaser of books, entitled to wholesale prices, trade discounts and all the other privileges of that 
class. Whether he buys one book or fifty, it is all the same : he deals directly with the manufact¬ 
urer or publisher, and avoids all the onerous expenses and profits of middlemen. 

The A.ssociation delivers to each member a catalogue of standard and miscellaneous books, 
giving the net wholesale prices at which these books may be purchased by members. It also 
furnishes, to those interested in that class of publications, a catalogue of all the school and text 
books published, with the regular net wholesale prices. A catalogue of sheet and book music, at

liberal discounts, is also provided. Special rates are secured for members on all the leading 
magazines and periodicals, and the Association has also established a Book Exchange, which 
offers excellent advantages for obtaining or exchanging rare or expensive works, not usually 
obtainable through the book-stores. 

The great advantage of being a member of such an Association is apparent, and it is 
certainly also an advantage to be able to communicate with a responsible establishment, to which 
one can send for anything in the book or music line, with the assurance that the price will be the 
lowest possible. Members also have the privilege of making inquiry regarding any author or his 
works, and such inquiries will always receive careful and prompt attention. 

HOW ARE THESE ADVANTAGES SECURED? 

By thorough organization. The whole secret lies in that, and in that alone. The tens 
of thousands of members of The Home Library Associ.ation are all enrolled on the membership 
registers. They form a compact, well-organized body of book-buyers, and through the 
Association they deal with the book-publishers as one man. No publisher could afford to give 
a single isolated book-buyer the advantages offered to members of such an Association ; but when 
each single buyer is a unit in a vast organization, whose other units are buying at the same time, 
any book-publisher is only too glad to open his doors to such an army of purchasers, and 
to give them advantages which even the largest wholesale dealers might ask for in vain. 

HISTORY OF THE ASSOCIATION. 

The Home Library Association was incorporated December 30, 1884. Its design was 
to furnish at wholesale prices a limited number of books. The plan met with such hearty 
approbation, however, that its projectors were soon encouraged to extend the advantages of 
membership by supplying, at wholesale prices, any and all books found in the trade. The 
first catalogue of the Association was a very modest one, containing only twenty-four pages. 
A limited number of these were printed, but soon a second edition became necessary. This 
appeared early in 1885, enlarged to thirty-two pages. New editions were made repeatedly in 
1886, and by April of that year the catalogue had grown to sixty-four closely printed pages. 

On May 26, 1886, the building occupied by the Association was completely destroyed by fire, 
nothing being saved except the plates stored in fire-proof vaults. Even the membership records 
were destroyed, but these were largely replaced by agents of the Association who had preserved 
memoranda of certificates issued. The loss sustained by the Association was only partly 
covered by insurance; but even before the ruins were cold, the work was commenced of getting 
the business and the organization again in working order. A temporary office was at first 
secured at 312 Dearborn Street, and then temporary quarters were engaged at 181 to 189 
Wabash Avenue, the press-rooms being located at 140-142 Monroe Street and the bindery at 182- 
184 Monroe Street. Happily,reserve stocks of books at branch offices in the East enabled us to 
fill orders from members without perceptible delay, and within one month after the conflagration 
the entire machinery of the business was again in smooth running order. Early in 1886 an entirely 
revised catalogue was issued, fully double the size of the previous issue, and with still 
further reductions in prices. In May, 1887, the Association removed to new and permanent 
quarters at 407-425 Dearborn Street, where the offices and all the mechanical departments are 
now located under one roof. From that time on the growth of the Association was even 
more rapid. Constant additions were made to the catalogue, and prices at the same time 
were gradually and constantly reduced. At the present time the Association can boast of having 
the largest and most complete catalogue ever issued. A glance through its pages will show that 
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all the leading publishing houses are represented, and that the books described include the 
writings of every important author for whose works there is a demand. 

The Association has grown rapidly in membership. At the end of the second year nearly 
one hundred thousand members had been enrolled, and this number was doubled in 1887. The 
business of the Association in that year was more than three times that of the year preceding, 
and ten times that of 1885. Such liberal use has been made of the benefits afforded members, 
that their orders aggregate hundreds of thousands of volumes in the course of a year, frequently 
reaching over 5,000 books in a single day. All of this business is done on a strictly cash basis, 
the Association buying and selling only for cash, which enables it to avail itself of the very best 
discounts on all purchases, giving it extraordinary advantages in manufacturing its own publica¬ 
tions and in purchasing those of other publishers. Frequently the Association has been justified 
in buying entire editions of standard works, and in such cases it has been enabled to supply to 
members single copies at lower prices than are usually quoted to wholesale or jobbing 
book-merchants buying in large quantities. 

Early in the career of The Home Library Association it became evident, even to those who 
had watched its inception with doubts and misgivings, that it was no longer an experiment. The 
fire of May 26, 1886, demonstrated that the organization even then had sufficient strength 
to overcome in a few days a disaster which would have completely destroyed more preten¬ 
tious enterprises. The growth of the Association demonstrates it an established success 
and guarantees its permanency. Heretofore the only difficulty has been in systematizing 
the work of an establishment whose increase has been so phenomenal that arrangements and 
machinery planned on the most sanguine calculations have been repeatedly found inadequate. 

“Imitation is the sincerest flattery.” The truth of this aphorism was never more clearly 
demonstrated than in the case of The Home Library Association. Since its inception, scores 
of imitators have sprung up, but it is still the only responsible organization of its kind — the 
only one whose officers and managers are actually engaged in the manufacture as well as in 
the sale of books — the only one with a membership large enough to enable it to manufacture or 
purchase entire editions for its own exclusive needs — the only one dealing directly with 
other publishers — and the only one carrying at all times a full line of everything offered in 
its catalogue. 

It is nothing unusual now to see in the newspapers of the larger cities advertise¬ 
ments announcing the sale of books at what are claimed to be phenomenal reductions. Very 
often these announcements are from so-called book-stores run as attachments to dry goods estab¬ 
lishments. The intelligent book-buyer, investigating the statements of such advertisers, will find, 
however, nine times out of ten, that the books advertised are not what he wants. Generally the 
advertiser places on sale a few “leaders,” bought probably at an auction sale, perhaps even 
shop-worn, or, if otherwise, inferior editions which have been “manufactured” for the purpose — 
books to be sold, not read. It may happen, of course, that a book-dealer will sell, for a limited 
time, really good books at actually low prices — perhaps even below cost — but no book-seller can 
afford or will pretend even temporarily to supply at wholesale price anything which 
a book-buyer may want. The Association, on the other hand, makes it a rule to supply at 
wholesale price any and every book a member may ask for, at any time, the price depending 
entirely on the actual market value — the cost of manufacture or purchase — which temporary 
competition cannot affect. And in each case it will be the endeavor of the Association to 
furnish the best edition at the price quoted. 

The benefits of the Association have not been confined to its members only. By encour- 
aging the general taste for literature it stimulates the demand for books among all classes, and 
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by inciting competition it has had the effect of materially reducing the standard of prices. 
There is no doubt, however, that, were it not for the Association, prices would rapidly go 
up to the figures prevailing generally before its inception. 

Anything which increases the demand for books and the desire for reading is beneficial 
to the general publishing interests, and the more progressive publishers of this country do not 
hesitate to encourage the Association in its work, although many of them at the beginning of its 
career placed every possible obstacle in the way of its success. Books are a necessity. Never¬ 
theless prices have been and are even now so high as to make them luxuries. Book-sellers 
generally ought to learn from the success of The Home Library Association that the love for 
books is not confined to a small portion of the people; it is only necessary to establish a reason¬ 
able margin of profit to vastly increase the possibilities of the business. 

This is an age of “trusts” and “monopolies.” Many of these flourish openly and 
consequently attract general attention. Others flourish in a quiet way, unsuspected, but exerting an 
influence equally pernicious. Certain branches of the book trade are not exempt from this evil, 
and the cost of many school books, law books and medical books is fixed by combinations whose 
influence it may take years to successfully counteract. It is only through such an agency as The 
Home Library Association that successful attacks on firmly established combinations can be 
made. The Association has already done much in making the selling price of the general run of 
books correspond with actual values. With a rapidly growing membership, its influence and field 
of usefulness are also expanding, and its power for. good increases day by day. In the immediate 
future its efforts will be directed toward the combinations mentioned, and we hope to effect 
especially beneficial results in the reduction of the scale of prices governing many of the most 
popular and indispensable school, medical and law books. In fact, no pains will be spared until 
The Home Library Association accomplishes the full scope of its plans and completely realizes 
the hopes based upon it by its members.

REMITTANCES may be sent by postoffice or ex¬ 
press money order, bank draft on New York or 
Chicago, or registered letter. Drafts and money 
orders to be made payable to The Home Library 
Association. Local Checks will not be accepted. 

CORRESPONDENTS will please give their full 
name and address—postoffice, county and State— 
in each letter. Members ordering should be as plain 
and explicit as possible ; first naming the books wanted, 
giving directions about them afterwards. Use the 
printed order blanks at the end of this catalogue and 
there will be no trouble. Letters requiring an answer 
should inclose postage for reply to insure attention. 
Questions should never be written on same sheet 
with order. Inquiries concerning books not mentioned 
in this catalogue should give the correct titles, and 
the names of author and publisher, if possible. 


ORDERS requiring delay in shipment will be acknowledged at once, and cause of delay stated. Therefore, if, after waiting a reason¬ 
able time, no acknowledgment is received, the member ordering should notify the Secretary, inclosing a duplicate of order, and stating 
how the money was sent. Bills will not be sent when remittance just covers amount of goods ordered, and no acknowledgment will be 
necessary of remittances received when the order accompanying same is filled in full within three days. 

The Association will endeavor constantly to keep on hand a full stock of all the works listed in this catalogue; but it is impossible to 
foresee the varying demand for each particular book. It therefore happens sometimes that books are temporarily out of stock. It also 
happens occasionally that books are temporarily out of print. It is 7 vell, therefore, in making an order, to add a few books at the end of your 
list, which may be sent, at the option of the Association, in case any part of the principal order cannot be supplied. 


dt^Immediately preceding the holidays, orders usually come in to us in such large numbers that they cannot be 
filled with that promptness which we endeavor at all times to practice. Orders for books wanted for the holidays, 
therefore, should not be put off till the last moment. If you delay your order till the middle or end of December, you are 
liable to be disappointed. At that time everybody is overworked. There is a scramble to secure what you want, and 
more or less delay, merely from the impossibility to do the work fast enough. Make your orders in time, and be sure to 
write them plainly, so that they can be readily understood. MEMBERS DESIRING QUOTATIONS SHOULD SEND 
IN THEIR INQUIRIES BEFORE DECEMBER 1ST. IT IS UTTERLY IMPOSSIBLE TO ATTEND TO ANY¬ 
THING BUT THE FILLING OF ORDERS DURING THE MONTH OF DECEMBER. 


The Home Library Association guarantees all books described in its catalogue to be exactly as represented. Where inferior editions 
are offered, the fact will be plainly stated, as we do not desire that members should purchase them, and we list them only that members 
may know the real market value of the books which are sometimes advertised as great bargains.

T he home library association win sup¬ 
ply books at the prices named herein only to 
persons holding certificates of membership. 
ORDERS SHOULD BE ACCOMPANIED BY 
THE FULL AMOUNT IN CASH, as it is entirely 
out of the question to do a credit business at the 
prices quoted. Books will be sent C. O. D. only 
when one-fifth of the amount is sent with the order. 

PRICES ARE INVARIABLY NET AS ADVER¬ 
TISED, delivered at storerooms of the Association, 
or sent by express or freight, transportation being 
payable on arrival. 

Unless specially ordered, all books will be sent 
by express, as that is usually the cheapest method. 
If it is desired that books be sent by mail, the cost 
of postage must be added to the remittance. Books 
sent by mail are at the risk of the member ordering. 
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S OME books are written to be read, others to be 
referred to. Out of this distinction grows a class 
of reference books, and out of reference books refer¬ 
ence libraries, of which the new Newberry Library in 
ChicagOjis to be a grand and famous example. Refer¬ 
ence libraries on a small scale are within the reach of 
every one. Wherever there is a dictionary there is a 
beginning; and a good assortment of reference books 
may well be the first aim of the collector. 

Books are either pictures to look at, voices to listen 
to, or tools to work with, and we advise all persons 
whose means are limited and who, wishing a library 
around them, must collect it little by little, to begin 
with the books that are tools. 

First among these, doubtless, is a good English 
dictionary, arid the best dictionary is almost a library 
in itself. Next to the dictionary comes an encyclo¬ 
paedia, and whether it be in few volumes or many, 
there is no work which on the whole will pay so large 
an interest on the investment. A good cyclopaedia is 
history, biography, art, science and philosophy all in 
one ; it is a directory to the whole world^s knowledge 
and a map of the whole world’s literature. After the 
cyclopaedia should follow a good atlas, and then in 
turn those special dictionaries, lexicons and hand¬ 
books whose function it is to answer the hard ques¬ 
tions which life is constantly raising, and furnish the 
varied information which daily experience is always 
requiring. 

When one has filled the shelf with these, he may 
turn his attention to the standards in literature, the 
great masters of thought — books which, having once 


been read, take a permanent place for consultation, 
books to be “read, marked, learned and inwardly di¬ 
gested.” 

Within the compass of a hundred volumes, one 
can thus accumulate a library which will answer all 
common purposes, which will illumine the path of labor, 
which will edify and entertain the mind, which will 
equip one’s place in life without encumbering it, 
and which will keep one in communion with universal 
knowledge.

In order to introduce a sub¬ 
scription book successfully, the canvass must be conducted systematically and honestly ; the publisher must 
keep the book out of the regular book trade, and the agent must be protected in his rights of territory, 
and in return must deliver his book only to regular subscribers at the regular prices. When this is done, 
and a reasonable price fixed for the work to be sold by subscription, the public can find no cause for 
complaint. The agent is fully entitled to his commissions, for the reason that, by bringing the work right 
to the reader’s door and presenting its merits to thousands who would never see it in the book-stores, he 
increases the sales, which, in turn, enables the publisher to manufacture larger editions, at a much lower 
cost per book. Many valuable works would never have seen the light of day had it not been for the aid 
of the canvasser in creating a demand sufficient to justify the publisher in assuming the necessary finan¬ 
cial risks. It would be manifestly wrong, therefore, to interfere with the business of such agents and 
publishers when honestly conducted. Some publishers, however, either through carelessness or dishonesty, 
allow subscription books to get into the regular book market, hoping, perhaps, to effect larger sales by 
supplying the book-stores also. Now, The Home Library Association will purchase for its members any 
book to be found in the regular trade, and any subscription book which is thus offered for sale we will 
not hesitate to secure for members when wanted. We cannot, however, and will not, resort to dishonest or 
illegitimate means in this matter, and members will not expect us to bribe an agent for the sake of a small 
saving. We will rather protect the publishers and agents of hottesily handled subscription books as much as 
lies in our power, and we believe tliat in carrying out this purpose we may count on the cooperation of the 
great reading public.

“THE HORSE FAIR.” By Rosa Bonheur. 

Rosa Bonheur’s “Horse Fair” is one of the greatest of modern pictures. 
In all the qualities which go to the production of a great painting, in harmony 
of composition, in accuracy of drawing and modeling, in vigor of attitude and 
action, and in truth, depth, and glowing richness of color, it is a veritable 
masterpiece instinct with life and movement. This painting was sold by the 
A. T. Stewart Estate to Mr. C. Vanderbilt for $53 ,ckx). and donated by him to 
the N. Y. Metropolitan Museum of Art. The above illustration poorly repre¬ 
sents only a part of the grand picture. 

“RAILWAY STATION,’’ By W. P. Frith. 

The scene of a London Railway Station. A train about to start; making 
an excellent and interesting series of pictures blended by this great artist’s 
brush into one complete masterwork. The architectural lines of the interior 
are a multitude of oval rafters and bars, gas lights, etc. Here are seen the old- 
fashioned engine and cars loaded with passengers and baggage, while the 
platform is a tossing sea of humanity in every style of action—the criminal’s 
arrest, the bridal pair’s farewell, the cabman’s dispute, the inevitable late 
arrival, the French tourist, the hunters, etc., etc. 

PAIR No. 2. 

“THE CHARIOT RACE.” By A. Wagner. 

This picture was painted for the Centennial Exhibition at Philadelphia in 
1876, representing the Roman Races in the Circus Maximus, where one hundred 
and fifty thousand persons witness the horses and charioteers desperately en¬ 
countering their opponents for victory; each slave was stimulated by the prize 
of freedom for the winner while the losers suffered the penalty of death. No 
painter’s subject can be more thrilling, nor any architectural drawing grander. 

“DEFENSE OF CHAMPIGNY.” By J. D. E. Detaille. 

This fine military picture represents an episode in the siege of Paris during 
the Franco-Prussian War of 1870-71—the capture of the village Champigny, 
where one hundred and twenty thousand French soldiers surrendered to the 
German forces. The artist, as a member of the Garde Mobile, was an eye 
witness of the scene; and, as he says, he has endeavored to portray it “in the 
most exact manner possible.” Detaille ranks as the first military painter of the 
day, and this picture is one of his finest examples. 


PAIR No. 3. 

“HARD HIT.” By W. Q. Orchardson. 

Orchardson’s “Hard Hit” is a fine example of character painting. It 
depicts a Gambling Scene, and the story is seen at a glance. The victim, 
courteous to the last, bows to his opponents as he opens the door preparatory to 
leaving, but the e.xpression on his face, indicative of sickening feeling within, 
shows that he has been very “ Hard Hit” indeed; that ruin, and possibly des¬ 
peration and suicide, stare him in the face. The other three participants in the 
“quiet little game” have evidently all been winners, and the various ways in 
which they express or try to conceal their satisfaction at the result of the 
evening’s venture make an altogether admirable study of human nature. 
This painting has a moral which appeals to reason stronger than the pathetic 
words of the orator. 

“NAPOLEON ON BOARD THE BELLEROPHON.” 

Despair was never more clearly illustrated than in this excellent portrait of 
Napoleon as he stands on deck H. M. S. Bellerophon, surrounded by officers 
who are securely conducting him to his land of banishment. At sea and on 
board ship, commanded by his enemies, stripped of every possibility of power 
or hope of escape, the fearless Napoleon stands rigid as marble statuary, as the 
central feature of Orchardson’s greatest marine picture. 

PAIR No. 4. 

“THE MISSIONARY’S STORY.” By J. G. Vibert. 

A select party of ecclesiastical diginitaries are gathered together in a 
sumptuous apartment enjoying a social cup of tea, while a missionary, just 
returned from his labors among the heathen, is telling the story of some peril 
through which he has passed, and for emphasis points to a wound on his wrist, 
the other members listening with an air of ease and indolence. The picture 
was one of the most popular exhibited in 1883 at the Paris Triennial Exhibition, 
and meets with great favor in this country. 

“CHRIST BEFORE PILATE.” By M. DeMunkacsy. 

This picture sold for one hundred thousand dollars early in February, 1886, 
which is the largest sum ever paid for a modern painting, Mr. John Wanamaker, 
of Philadelphia, being the purchaser. It depicts the scene where Christ is 
brought before Pilate to receive sentence, the high priest and the Jewish 
multitude clamoring for his death. Christ is the central figure, while Pilate is 
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seated on the throne, the high priest. Caiaphas, standing before him and point- 
ing to Jesus while making his accusation; other priests are seated at the right. 
A mother, holding her child in her arras, is one of the striking figures in the 
Jewish mob which the Roman soldier holds back with pointed spear. 

PAIR No, 5. 

“LA RIXE.” ByJ. L. E. Meissonier. 

This painting, the subject meaning in English “ The Quarrel,” is one of the 
finest paintings owned by Queen Victoria. The scene is a room in an old- 
fashioned country tavern, where two men in rage draw their swords to slay 
each other, while their companions rush between them, and, grappling their 
arms and weapons, prevent serious injury. Overturned tables, drinking ves¬ 
sels, chairs and things in general, indicate a decided will of destruction. This 
picture is the greatest example of representation of action ever painted by the 
famous Meissonier. 

“ANCIENT ITALY.” By J. M. W. Turner. 

This is a characteristic example of the finest landscape painter of all ages. 
This subject is one of his best, showing imperial Rome when at the zenith of 
her power and grandeur. It is a magnificent example of perspective and of 
chiaro-oscuro, and one cannot but admire the imaginative splendor of the 
architectural accessories of the landscape, the luminous atmosphere, and the 
variegated magnificence of sea and sky. It was his ability alone to perfectly 
portray these most difficult features of nature, and it is said he has put on 
canvas fifty miles of country in perspective. 

PAIR No. 6. 

NATURAL ROCK CATHEDRAL SPIRES IN THE GAR- 
^ DEN OF THE GODS, COLORADO. 

Probably this subject could be truthfully distinguished as the masterpiece 
of nature’s handiwork in America. Standing serene at the foot of the Rocky 
Mountains is this solid Red Rock, resembling in form, to the degree of perfection, 
the outline of a grand but monstrous cathedral of the old country, with its 


spires and turrets towering towards the heavens for many hundreds of feet. 
Such a structure as the ancient heathen gods would have been proud to dwell 
in. While this most singular thing in natural formation of rock amazes the 
tourist of Colorado, he is delighted with the natural garden in which it is 
placed, and to behold the striking contrasts of curious images which the rocks 
resemble, some of which may be seen in this picture, as the Eagle Rock, etc. 

COMPLETE VIEW OF NIAGARA FALLS. 

As seen from the center of the new railway bridge which spans the high 
banks some hundred yards down the river, and sufficiently higher than the 
falls to present every part of them at once. Besides the Canadian and United 
States shores, it gives every detail, such as the tramways and elevators for 
visitors; also the turbulent river far below.

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S IR JOHN LUBBOCK, in an address last year before the Workingmen’s College of London, England, gave 
a list of what he deemed to be The Best Hundred Books. He said in giving his list that ‘Hf a^ few guides 
would draw up similar lists, it would be most useful and that he had often been astonishedIto see how 
little care people devoted to the selection of what they read.’^ The Pall-Mall Gazette published Sir John Lub¬ 
bock s list, and invited eminent men to give their opinions concerning it, which W’ere also published. 

The discussions concerning books which this list brought forth are perhaps more interesting than the list 
itself; they disclose the ideas of eminent men concerning what they deem the great books of the world. 


Sir John Lubbock’s First List. 

This was published January ii, 1886. He purposely “ excludes 
(i) works by living authors, (2) Science, and (3) History, with a 
very few exceptions, which are mentioned rather in their literary 
aspect.” In his lecture he recommended Don Quixote and Epic¬ 
tetus, which, however, do not appear in this list. After the dis¬ 
cussion was over he published in the Contemporary Review a com¬ 
plete list, which will be found farther on.

Generally speaking, I think Sir John Lubbock’s list a very good 
one, as far as I know the books which compose it. But I know 
nothing of Chinese and Sanscrit; and have no opinion whatever 
about the Chinese and Sanscrit works he refers to. To the classics 
I should add Catullus, Propertius. Ovid (in selections), Pindar, 
and the pastoral writers, Theocritus, Bion, and Moschus. 

I should find a place among epic poets for Tasso, Ariosto, and 
I should suppose Camoens, though I know him only in translation. 
With the poem of Malory on the “ Morte d’Arthur,” I am quite 
unacquainted; Malory’s prose romance under that title is familiar 
to many readers from Southey’s reprint of (I think) Caxton’s edi¬ 
tion of it. 

Among the Greek dramatists, I should give a more prominent 
place to Euripides — the friend of Socrates, the idol of Menandar, 
the admiration of Milton and Charles Fox; and I should exclude 
Aristophanes, whose splendid genius does not seem tome to atone 
for the baseness and vulgarity of his mind. In history, 1 shall 
exclude Hume, as mere waste of time now to read, and include 
Tacitus and Livy and Lord Clarendon and Sismondi. I do not 
know enough about philosophy to offer any opinion. 

In poetry and general literature, I should certainly include Dry- 
den and some plays of Ben Jonson and Ford and Massinger and 
Shirley and Webster, Gray, Collins, Coleridge, Charles Lamb, 
De Quincey, Bolingbroke, Sterne, and I should substitute Bryant 
for Longfellow, and most certainly I should add Cowper. 

In fiction I should add Miss Austen, “Clarissa,” “Tom 
Jones,” “ Humphrey Clinker;” and certainly exclude Kingsley. 

From Hon. E. J. Phelps. 

Sir John Lubbock’s list already published is excellent, and per¬ 
haps cannot be improved. It is difficult to take from it, and, in 
trying to add, one encounters the embarrassment of riches. 
Taking that as a foundation, were I to put my own inclination in 
the place of his better judgment, I should venture to increase it in 
general literature by the essays of Bacon, Johnson, Sterne, John 
Wilsjon, Carlyle, and Washington Irving, and the greater speeches 
43 f Webster. In poetry by Chaucer, Dryden, Goldsmith, Gray, 
Coleridge, Burns, Byron, and Bryant. In fiction, by Cervantes and 
Le Sage', and all of Thackeray and Dickens that Sir )bhn omits. 
In history, by, Clarendon, Hallam, Macaulay, and the Americans 
Motley and Pifescott. In political science, by Montesquieu’s 
“Spirit of Laws,” Guizot’s “ Civilization,” and De Tocqueville’s 
“Democracy.” In the fine arts, by Liibke’s “ History of Art,” 
Kugler’s “ Italian, Flemish, and Spanish Painters,” Taylor’s 
“ Fine Art ip Great Britain,’’ and Fergusson’s “History of Archi¬ 
tecture.” 

If these additions carry the list beyond the limit, rather than 
lose my favorites I would make room for them by cutting down 
somewhat the selections from translations of classical and oriental 
literature, and from philosophy and theology, though retaining 
always in the latter John Bunyan and Jeremy Taylor. 

From Mr. Ruskin. ^ 

Putting my pen lightly through the needless — and blottesquely 
through the rubbish and poison of Sir John’s list — I leave enough 
for a life’s liberal reading and choice for any true worker’s loyal 


reading.^'* I should add one quite vital and essential book, Livy 
(the first two books), and three plays of Aristophanes (Clouds, 
Birds, and Plutus). Of travels I read myself all old ones I can 
get hold of; of modern, Humboldt is the central model. . . .

[He subsequently wrote the following letter, which deals gener¬ 
ally with the subject of the choice of the books, and also gives his 
reasons for some of the emendations in the foregoing list.] 

Several points have been left out of consideration both by you 
and by Sir John Lubbock, in your recent inquiries and advices con¬ 
cerning books. Especially Sir John, in his charming description 
of the pleasures of reading for the nineteenth century, leaves curi¬ 
ously out of mention its miseries; and I find nobody laying down, 
to begin with, any one canon or test by which a good book is to 
be known from a bad one. 

Neith?r does it seem to enter into the respondent minds to ask, 
in any case, whom or what the book is to be good for —young 
people or old, sick or strong, innocent or worldly ; to make the 
giddy sober, or the grave gay. Above all, they do not distinguish 
between books for the laborer and the schoolman; and the idea 
that any well-conducted mortal life could find leisure enough to 
read a hundred books would have kept me wholly silent on the 
matter, but that I was fain, when you sent me Sir John’s list, to 
strike out, for my own pupils’ sake, the books I would forbid them 
to be plagued with. 

For, of all the plagues that afflict mortality, the venom of a bad 
book to weak people, and the charms of a foolish one to simple 
people, are without question the deadliest; and they are so far 
from being redeemed by the too imperfect work of the best writers, 
that I never would wish to see a child taught to read at all, unless 
the other conditions of its education were alike gentle and judicious. 

And to put the matter into anything like tractable order at all, 
you must first separate the scholar from the public. A well-trained 
gentleman should, of course, know the literature of his own coun¬ 
try, and half a dozen classics thoroughly, glancing at what else he 
likes; but, unless he wishes to travel or to receive strangers, there 
is no need for his troubling himself with the languages or literature 
of modern Europe. I know French pretty well myself. I never 
recollect the gender of anything, and don’t know more than the 
present indicative of any verb; but with a dictionary I can read a 
novel—and the result is my wasting a great deal of time over 
Scribe, Dumas and Gaboriau, and becoming a weaker and more 
foolish person in all manner of ways therefrom. French scientific 
books are, however, out and out, the best in the world; and, of 
course, if a man is to be scientific, he should know both French 
and Italian. The best German books should at once be translated 
into French, for the world’s sake, by the French Academy;— Mr. 
Lowell is altogether right in pointing out that nobody with respect 
for his eyesight can read them in the original. 

I have no doubt there is a great deal of literature in the East, 
in which people who live in the East, or travel there, may be 
rightly interested. I have read three or four pages of the transla¬ 
tion of the Koran, and never want to read any more; the Arabian 
Nights many times over, and much wish, now, I had been better 
employed. 

As for advice to scholars in general, I do not see how any 
modest scholar could venture to advise another. Every man has 
his own field, and can only by his own sense discover what is good 
for him in it. I will venture, however, to protest, somewhat

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sharply, against Sir John’s permission to read any book fast. To 
do anything fast — that is to say, at a greater rate than that at 
which it can be done well —is a folly; but of all follies reading 
fast is the least excusable. You miss the points of a book by doing 
so, and misunderstand the rest. . . . 

But I did not begin this talk to recommend anything, but to ask 
you to give me room to answer questions, of which I receive many 
by letter, why I effaced such and such books from Sir John’s list. 

1. Gi'ote s History of Greece. — Because there is probably no 
commercial establishment between Charing Cross and the Bank, 
whose head clerk could not write a better one, if he had the vanity 
to waste his time on it. 

2. Confessions of St. Augustine. — Because religious people 
nearly always think too much about themselves; and there are 
many saints whom it is much more desirable to know the history 
of. St. Patrick to begin with—especially in present times. 

3. John Stuart Mill. — Sir John Lubbock ought to have known 
that his day was over. 

4. Charles Kingsley.— Because his sentiment is false and his 
tragedy frightful. People who buy cheap clothes are not punished 
in real life by catching fevers; social inequalities are not to be 
reuressed by tailors falling in love with bishops, daughters, or 
gamekeepers with squires’; and the story of “Hypatia” is the 
most ghastly in Christian tradition, and should forever have been 
left in silence. 

5. Danvin. — Because it is every man’s duty to know what he 
isy and not to think of the embryo he was, nor the skeleton that he 
shall be. Because, also, Darwin has a mortal fascination for all 
vainly curious and idly speculative persons, and has collected, in 
the train of him, every impudent imbecility in Europe, like a dim 
comet wagging its useless tail of phosphorescent nothing across 
the steadfast stars. 

6. Gibbon. Primarily, none but the malignant and the weak 
study the Decline and Fall either of state or organism. Dissolu¬ 
tion and putrescence are alike common and unclean in all things; 
any wretch or simpleton may observe for himself, and experience 
himself, the processes of ruin; but good men study, and wise men 
describe, only the growth and standing of things,—not their decay. 

For the rest. Gibbon s is the worst English that was ever writ¬ 
ten by an educated Englishman. Having no imagination and little 
logic, he is alike incapable either of picturesqueness or wit; his 
epithets are malicious without point, sonorous without weight, and 
have no office but to make a flat sentence turgid. 

7. V oltaire. — His work is, in comparison with good literature, 
what nitric acid is to wine, and sulphuretted hydrogen to air. Lit¬ 
erary chemists cannot but take account of the sting and stench of 
him; but he has no place in the library of a thoughtful scholar. 
Every man of sense knows more of the world than Voltaire can 
tell him; and what he wishes to express of such knowledge he will 
say without a snarl. 

I cannot here enter into another very grave and wide ques¬ 
tion which neither the Pall Mall nor its respondents ask respect¬ 
ing literature for the young, but will merely point out one total 
want in the present confused supply of it —that of intelligible 
books on natural history. I chanced at breakfast the other day 
to wish I knew something of the biography of a shrimp, the rather 
that I was under the impression of having seen jumping shrimps 
on a sandy shore express great satisfaction in their life. My 
shelves are loaded with books on natural history, but I could find 
nothing about shrimps except that “ they swim in the water, or lie 
upon the sand in shoals, and are taken in multitudes for the table.”

My reading has been for the most part so desultory, and so 
much less in amount than I could have wished, that I feel myself 
in no way qualified to advise others what they should read or avoid 


reading. I can, however, tell you the authors whose books have 
given me most pleasure : 

In Fiction — Dickens, Bulwer, Scott, Thackeray, Jane Austen, 
Charles Reade, George Eliot, and Wilkie Collins ; Balzac and 
Daudet; Von Hillern, Marlitt, and Auerbach. 

In Poetry — Chaucer, Shakspeare, Milton, Pope, Byron, Shel¬ 
ley, Keats, Tennyson, and Browning ; Victor Hugo and Alfred de 
Musset; Heine. All other poets in a lesser degree and at a dis¬ 
tance from these. 

In General Literature — Bacon’s Essays, Milton’s Prose Works, 
Jeremy Taylor, Addison, Steele, De Quincey, Jeffrey, Macaulay’s 
Essays, Southey’s Commonplace Book, Buckle’s Miscellanies, 
Carlyle’s Miscellanies; Voltaire, Taine, Sainte Beuve, Janin, 
Renan, Augier, Sardou, Moli^re. 

In History — Gibbon, Hume, Macaulay, Carlyle, Lord Mahon, 
Froude, and Grote ; Michelet, Sismondi, Lamartine, Voltaire. 

In Metaphysics — Professor Jowett’s Plato, VictqrCousin. Of 
Goethe’s “Faust” I have been a devoted student, but could not 
struggle through “ Wilhelm Meister.” M. E. Braddon. 

From Mr. Wilkie Collins. 

I add one more to the number of reckless people who astonish 
Sir John Lubbock by devoting little care to the selection of what 
they read. I pick up the literature that happens to fall in my way, 
and live upon it as well as I can—like the sparrows that are pick¬ 
ing up the crumbs outside my window while I write. If I may 
still quote my experience of myself, let me add that I have never 
got any good out of a book unless the book interested me in the 
first instance. When I find that reading becomes an effort instead 
of a pleasure, I shut up the volume, respecting the eminent author, 
and admiring my enviable fellow-creatures who have succeeded 
where I have failed. These sentiments have been especially lively 
in me (to give an example) when I have laid aside in despair 
“ Clarissa Harlowe,” “La Nouvelle H^loise,” the plays of Ben 
Jonson, Burke on “ The Sublime and Beautiful,” Hallam’s “ Mid¬ 
dle Ages,” and Roscoe’s “ Life of Leo the Tenth.” Is a person 
with this good reason to blush for himself (if he was only young 
enough to do it) the right sort of person to produce a list of books 
for readers in search of a liberal education ? You will agree with 
me that he is capable of seriously recommending Sterne’s “ Senti¬ 
mental Journey,” as the best book of travels that has ever been 
written, and Byron’s “ Childe Harold ” as the grandest poem which 
the world has seen since the first publication of “ Paradise Lost.” 

After this confession, if I nevertheless venture to offer a few 
suggestions, will you trust my honesty, even while you doubt my 
discretion? In any case, the tomb of literature is close by you. 
You can give me decent burial in the waste-paper basket. 

To begin with, what is a liberal education? If I stood at my 
house door, and put that question to the first ten intelligent-look¬ 
ing persons who passed by, I believe I should receive ten answers 
all at variance one with the other. My own ideas cordially recog¬ 
nize any system of education the direct tendency of which is to 
make us better Christians. Looking over Sir John Lubbock’s list 
from this point of view —that is to say, assuming that the produc¬ 
tion of a good citizen represents the most valuable result of a lib¬ 
eral education—I submit that the best book which your corre- 
-spondent has recommended is “ The Vicar of Wakefield ” — and of 
the many excellent schoolmasters (judging them by their works) 
in whose capacit)r\for useful teaching he believes, the two in whom 
I, for my part, mc^t implicitly trust are Walter Scott and Charles 
Dickens. Holding these extraordinary opinions, if you asked me 
to pick out a biographical work for general reading, I should choose 
(after Boswell’s supremely great book, of course) Lockhart’s 
“Life of Scott.” L the general reader follow my advice, and 
he will find himself only introduced to the greatest genius ^that 
has ever written novels, but provided with the example of a man 
modest, just, generous, resolute, and merciful; a man whose very 
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faults and failings have been transformed into virtues through the 
noble atonement that he offered, at the peril and the sacrifice of 
his life. 

Let me not forget that the question of literary value must also 
be considered in recommending books, for this good reason, that 
positive literary value means positive literary attraction to the 
general reader. 

Dr. Kane (in ‘‘ Arctic Explorations ”) and Mr. George Melville 
(in “ The Lena Delta '’) are neither of them consummate masters 
of the English language ; but they possess the rare and admirable 
gift of being able to make other people see what they have seen 
themselves. When you meet with travelers who are unable to do 
this, you will get nothing out of them but weariness of spirit. Shut 
up their books. 

Read Marryat’s “Peter Simple" and “Midshipman Easy," 
and enjoy true humor and masterly knowledge of human nature. 
Let my dear lost friend, Charles Reade, seize on your interest, and 
never allow it to drop from beginning to end in “ Hard Cash." 
Let Dumas keep you up all night over “ Monte Cristo," and Bal¬ 
zac draw tears that honor him and honor you in “ Pere Goriot." 
Last, not least, do justice to a good writer, shamefully neglected 
at the present time in England and America alike, who invented 
the sea story, and created the immortal character of “Leather 
Stocking." Read “The Pilot" and “Jack Tier,” read “The 
Deerslayer and “The Pathfinder," and I believe you will be 
almost as grateful to Fenimore Cooper as I am. 

It is time to have done. If I attempted-to enumerate all the 
books that I might honestly recommend, I should employ as many 
secretaries as Napoleon the Great, and I should find nobody bold 
enough to read me to the end. As it is, some critical persons may 
object that there runs all through this letter the prejudice that 
might have been anticipated in a writer of what heavy people call 
“ light literature." No, sir. My prejudice is in favor of the only 
useful books that I know of—books in all departments of literature 
which invite the general reader, as distinguished from books that 
repel him. If it is answered that profitable reading is a matter of 
duty first and a matter of pleasure afterwards, let me shelter my¬ 
self under the authority of Doctor Johnson. Never mind what I 
say—hear him (Boswell, vol. ii., page 213, ed. 1859): “I would 
not advise a rigid adherence to a particular plan of study. I 
myself have never persisted in any plan for two days together. A 
man ought to read just as inclination leads him ; for what he reads 
as a task will do him little good.” 

I first read those admirable words (in an earlier edition of Bos¬ 
well) when I was a boy at school. What a consolation they were 
to me when I could not learn my lesson ! What consolation they 
may still offer to bigger boys, in the same predicament, among 
books recommended to them by the highest authorities !

From Archdeacon Farrar. 

By “ the Best Hundred Books " I suppose that you mean those 
which are of the most permanent and intrinsic worth to us at the 
present time, not those which we happen to like best or to read 
most frequently. 

There are five great sources of human knowledge — nature, 
conscience, history, experience, and all those inspired utterances 
of genius and intuition, whether Jewish or Etnnic, which make us 
see the things that are and see them as they are. If, therefore, 
you mean by “the Best Hundred Books" those which are most 
necessary for a complete culture, it would be necessary to include 


If I were to tell you what I really think of the Hundred Best 
Books, I am afraid you would call me the greatest literary heretic 
or an utter ignoramus. I know few books, if any, which I should 
call good from beginning to end. Take the greatest poet of anti¬ 
quity, and if I am to speak the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth, I must say that there are long passages even in 
Homer which seem to me extremely tedious. Take the greatest, 
or at all events one of the greatest, poets of our century, and again 
I must confess that not a few of Goethe’s writings seem to me not 
worth a second reading. There are gems in the most famous, 
there are gems in the least known of poets, but there is not a sin¬ 
gle poet, so far as I know, who has not written too much, and who 
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could claim a place for all his works in what may be called a 
Library of World Literature. 

The passages, and in many cases the whole poems too, which 
I should really place on those historic shelves, are those which I 
can read again and again, wondering UiOre and more every time 
how a man could have written them. That happens to me not 
only in going over Homer, Dante, Shakespeare, and Goethe, but 
likewise in reading Heine, or Eichendorff, or Rilckert, or a poem 
so utterly unknown as “ The Doctor,” by the author of “ Fo’c’s’le 
Yarns.” The same amazement comes over me when reading 
Spinoza’s “Ethics”—nay, even in studying Panini’s Grammar of 
Sanskrit — a work, to my mind, without an equal anywhere—nay, 
I am not afraid to say so, truly miraculous ; for the more I study 
it the less do I understand how one man could have composed it. 
I know I shall never hear the last of this ; but you want my hon¬ 
est opinion, and as such I give you. Of course, if we have any 
object in reading books beyond the mere delight which they give 
us, works artistically most imperfect may claim their place among 
the best books of the world. What can be more tedious than the 
Vedas, and yet what can be more interesting, if once we know 
that it is the first word spoken by the Aryan man ? What can be 
more repellent than Kant’s “ Critique of Pure Reason,” and yet 
what can be more fascinating, if once we know that it is the last 
word spoken by the Aryan man ? 

You see the best books are not the best books for everybody. 
Some of the best, say Michael Angelo’s Sonnets, are appreciated 
by a very small circle of friends indeed. But take the most fam¬ 
ous writers, those whose names you would find on every list of the 
“ Best Books,” and you will see that what is called gold by one 
critic is called rubbish by another. Aristotle’s name would hardly 
be absent from any list of world literature ; yet this is what 
Hobbes, one of the strongest and keenest intellects that England 
has ever produced, writes of him: “I believe that scarce any¬ 
thing can be more absurdly said in natural philosophy^ than that 
which now is called Aristotle’s Metaphysics, nor more repugnant 
to government than that much that he hath said in his Politics, 
nor more ignorantly than a great part of his Ethics.” 

If a man like Hobbes speaks thus of Aristotle, what right have 
I to do what you ask me to do, and to leave in or leave out the 
very first name on Sir John Lubbock’s list of the Classics of the 
World — namely, that of Aristotle ? I pray thee, have me excused. 

Prof. J. S. Blackie^ LL. D. 

No man, it appears to me, can tell another what he ought to 
read. A man’s reading, to be of any value, must depend on his 
power of assimilation ; and that again depends on his tendencies, 
his capacities, his surroundings, and his opportunities. But a man 
may reasonably say to another that there are certain epochs in the 
history of the race so significant, certain men as the creature forces 
in those epochs so prominent, and certain types, aspects, and atti¬ 
tudes of physical nature so eloquent with divine wisdom, that to be 
Ignorant of them shows a man to be of a narrow, isolated nature, 
cut off from all those streams of moral and intellectual wealth 
which the past is ever pouring into the veins of the present, and 
with which the powers of the physical world are constantly stimu¬ 
lating the unblunted sense ; and there are certain books which 
may be named as the best helps towards sharing in this wealth, 
though of course it is not the particular book but the subject of the 
book that is important ; and if a man only comes face to face with 
a great subject or a great personality, it is of little consequence 
through what channel or channels he arrives at the result. But in 
attempting to frame such a list as that put forth by Sir John Lub¬ 
bock, it is also of the utmost importance to keep in view what sort 
of persons we are favoring with our advice ; and here I see two 
altogether different classes of readers — those who have large 
leisure and have gone through a regular process of severe intellec¬ 
tual discipline, and those who can only redeem a few hours daily, 


if so much, to fill up the gaps left in the hasty architecture of their 
early attempt at self-culture. To this latter class belong a great 
number of young men who in our busy centers of trade and com¬ 
merce are found to associate themselves into clubs or unions for 
the sake of moral and intellectual improvement. This is the class 
to which advice of the kind that has been offered is likely to be 
most useful; those on a higher platform are more able to shape a 
course for themselves ; and I shall accordingly omit in the list 
which I append not a few names of the highest significance which 
are practically beyond the reach of the class to which I allude. To 
a political student on the highest platform, of course, Aristotle and 
Thucydides are supreme authorities ; but it would be unreasonable 
to expect that the mass of intelligent young men in our great cities, 
untrained in intellectual gymnastics and unfurnished with scholarly 
aids, should set themeselves systematically to grapple with severe 
thinkers of this type. Metaphysics and metaphysical theology I 
have excluded from similar practical considerations. All attempts 
of the finite mind to take the measure of the infinite must always 
be more or less unsatisfactory ; and whatever good may accrue to 
a certain class of thinkers from the study of Spinoza, Hegel, and 
Herbert Spencer, it is wiser to remit the great majority of thought¬ 
ful persons to the healthy instincts of such broadly human poets 
as Homer, Shakespeare, Walter Scott and Robert Burns, and espec¬ 
ially also to the Book of Job, and to those of the Psalms of David, 
such as the xix., the ciii., the civ., and the evii., which are most 
broadly human and least specially Jewish in their range and in 
their tone.

You ask me what books I carried with me to take across Africa. 
I carried a great many—three loads, or about i8o lbs. weight ; but 
as my men lessened in numbers, stricken by famine, fighting, and 
sickness, one by one they were reluctantly thrown away, until 
finally, when less than 300 miles from the Atlantic, I possessed 
only the Bible, Shakespeare, Carlyle’s “ Sartor Resartus,” Node’s 
Navigation, ^nd the Nautical Almanac for 1877. Poor Shakespeare 
was afterwards burned by demand of the foolish people of Zinga. 
At Bonea Carlyle and None and Nautical Almanac were pitched 
away, and I had only the old Bible left. But the following was 
my list of books on setting out with a tidy battalion of men:

to be pieserved among the lubari of Gambaragara.

A General has but very little time for reading—at least I never 
can find time when in the field. During the Mutiny and China 
war I carried a Testament, two volumes of Shakespeare that con¬ 


tained his best plays ; and since then, when in the field, I have 
always carried — 

Book of Common Prayer, Thomas a Kempis, 

Soldier’s Pocket Book — 

depending on a well organized postal service to supply me weekly 
with plenty of newspapers, 

The book that I like reading at odd moments is “ The Medita¬ 
tions of Marcus Aurelius.” 

When I am going on any distant expedition for a lengthened 
time, I should add to those I have mentioned above the following 
books:

Mr Froude wrote: “ People must choose their own reading, 
and Sir John Lubbock’s list will do for a guide as well as others.” 

Mrs. Craik (the author of “John Halifax”) “always thinks 
readers know best how to choose their own books — what they like, 
and (equally important) what it is in their power to get.” 

Sir John Lubbock’s Final List. 

All these opinions having been read. Sir John Lubbock wrote 
as follows: 

“ My most sanguine hopes have been realized by the valuable 
discussion which has taken place; and my list has been far more 
favorably received than I had ever ventured to hope. It will be 
observed that while large additions, amounting to several hundred 
works in all, have been proposed, very few omissions have been 
suggested. As regards the few works with reference to which 
doubts have been expressed — namely, the few Oriental books, the 
Apostolic Fathers, etc.— I may observe that I drew up the list, not 
as that of the hundred best books, but, which is very different, of 
those which on the whole are perhaps best worth reading. 

“ For instance, as regards the ‘ Sheking ’ and the ‘Analects * 
of Confucius, I must humbly confess that I do not greatly admire 
either, but I recommended them because they are held in the most 
profound veneration by the Chinese race, containing 400,000,000 
of our fellow-men. I may add that both works are quite short. 
The ‘ Ramayana’ and ‘ Maha Bharata* (as epitomized by Wheeler) 
and St. Hilaire’s ‘ Bouddha’ are not only very interesting in them¬ 
selves, but very important in reference to our great Oriental Em¬ 
pire. 

“ As regard the Apostolic Fathers, I cannot say that I found 
their writings either very interesting or instructive, but they are 
also very short, and as the only works (which have come down to 
us) of those who lived with and knew the Apostles, it seemed to 
me that they are well worth reading. 

* I have been surprised at the great divergence of opinion which 
has been expressed. Nine of your correspondents have favored 
us with lists of some length. These lists contain some 300 w orks 
not mentioned by me (without, however, any corresponding omis¬ 
sions), and yet there is not one single book which occurs in every 
list, or even in half of them, and only about half a dozen which 
appear in more than one of the nine. 

“ If your correspondents, or even a majority of them, had con¬ 
curred in any recommendation, I would have availed myself of it; 
but as they differ so greatly I will allow my list to remain as I first 
proposed it.”
